Now being asked to give 
them $5,000. Not self-sustaining. What was the return on the investment? Are they making enough to 
cover the 1.2 million dollars? We need better answers. How much of that is coming from the taxpayers? 
Councilor Pniak-Costello stated amazing a brand new councilor coming for her first meeting has this much 
information. Thank you for this information. Priorities have to be established. In 2013 Mayor Bissonnette 
took initiative to make sure the golf course became competitive. Employees went to other departments. 
Went private to make a profit. Goal in 2013 was that the course would be self-supporting. Is it self- 
supporting? Councilor Labrie stated clarify, given contract amounts with 5 year increases are contractual. 
The amounts are in the contract. Went out to bid. This is to hold us off for maintenance, was 
predetermined five years prior. Cover till the next contract is signed. Don’t know time frame. Asking for 
money not convinced they don’t need it. Councilor Shumsky stated contractual agreement. Already have 
contract. Councilor Roy stated golf course requires maintenance. in the black this year. All expenses have 
raised exponentially. Would behoove us to relax and see what happens down the road. Councilor 
Wagner stated will abstain from all votes at the golf course, uncle is a concessionaire. Councilor Arriaga 
stated want factual numbers. Councilor Krampits stated to pay gap in maintenance contract. Motion to 
refer was defeated by a roll call vote of 4 yes, 8 no, 1 abstained.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. At the next annual municipal election in the City of Chicopee, and at such election in every 
fourth year thereafter, the mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters of the City voting in their 
respective precincts. The mayor shall be elected by ballot and shall hold office for four years from the first 
Monday in January following the election at which they were elected, and until a successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Section 2. Chapter 144 of the acts of 1917 is hereby repealed. 


Section 3. So much of the charter of said City and the amendments thereto as is inconsistent herewith is 
hereby repealed. 


Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by a majority of the qualified voters of the City of 
Chicopee, present and voting therein at the state election in the current year.

CHECKOUT BAG 


A carryout bag provided by a store to a customer at the point of sale. Checkout bags shal! 
not include:

DEPARTMENT 


Bags, whether plastic or not, in which loose produce or products are placed by the 
consumer or manufacturer to deliver such items to the point of sale or checkout 
area of the store; or 


Laundry or dry-cleaner bags; or 
Newspaper bags; or 


Bags to contain or wrap produce, frozen foods, meat or fish, whether prepackaged 
or not, to prevent or contain moisture. 


A nonplastic bag without handles in which prepared food is placed. 


A bag provided by a pharmacy to a customer purchasing a prescription medication, 


The City’s Health Department. 


MARINE-DEGRADABLE PLASTIC BAG 


A plastic bag that conforms to the current ASTM D7081 standard specification for marine 
degradability; and conforms to any other standards deemed acceptable by the 
Department, provided additional Department-approved standards are as stringent as 
ASTM D7081. 


RECYCLEABLE PAPER BAG 


A paper bag that is: 


A. 100% recyclabie, including the handles; 

B. Contains at least 40% post-consumer recycled paper content; and 

C. Displays the words “recyclable” in a visible manner on the outside of the bag. 
RETAIL ESTABLISHMENT 


Any retail space located in the City including, without limitation, a restaurant, food or ice 
cream truck, convenience store, retail pharmacy, or supermarket. 


REUSABLE CHECKOUT BAG 


A sewn bag with stitched handles that: 


Can carry 25 pounds over a distance of 300 feet; 
Either 
(1) Made of cloth or other machine-washable fabric; or 


(2) Made of plastic other than polyethylene (HDPE, LDPE, PETE, etc.) or 
polyvinyl chloride that is durable, nontoxic, and generally considered a 
food-grade material that is more than four mills thick. 


280-2 Requirements. 


A. 


D. 


If any retail establishment as defined in 280-1 provides a checkout bag to 
customers, the bag shall comply with the requirements of being either a recyclable 
paper bag, a compostable and marine-degradable plastic bag, or a reusable 
checkout bag. 


A store that provides any type of checkout bag may provide them for free or at 
such cost they deem appropriate. All moneys collected pursuant to this chapter 
shall be retained by the store. 


Any charge for a checkout bag shall be separately stated on a receipt provided at 
the time of sale and shall be identified as the “checkout bag charge” thereon. 


The Director may promulgate rules and regulations to implement this section. 


280-3. Violations and penalties; enforcement. 


À. 


Each retail establishment shall comply with this chapter. 


(1) If it is determined that a violation has occurred, the Director shall issue a 
warning notice to the retail establishment for the initial violation. 


(2) If an additional violation of this chapter has occurred within one year after 
a warning notice has been issued for an initial violation, the Director shall 
issue a notice of violation and shall impose a penalty against the retail 
establishment. 


(3) The penalty for each violation that occurs after the issuance of the warning 
notice shail be no more than: 


(a) For the first offense:  S50. 


(b) For the second offense and all subsequent offenses: $100. 
Payment of such fines may be enforced through civic action in the 
state District Court. 


(4) No more than one penalty shall be imposed upon a retail establishment 
within a seven-calendar-day period. 


(5) A retail establishment shall have 30 calendar days after the date that a 
notice of violation is issued to pay for the penalty. 


B. The Health Department shall notify all retail and food service establishments, in 
writing, by mail of the effective date of this chapter by June 30, 2024. 


280-4. Effective date. 


All of the requirements set forth in this chapter shall take effect October 1, 2024 for retail 
establishments 50,000 square feet and greater and June 1, 2025, for retail establishments less than 
50,000 square feet. 


280-5. Severability. 


It is the intention of the City Council that each separate provision of this chapter shall be deemed 
independent of ail other provisions herein, and it is further the intention of the City Council that if 
any provision of this chapter be declared to be invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the 
remaining provisions of this chapter shall remain valid and enforceable.

Whereas, Landfill capacity in Massachusetts has rapidly declined and no new capacity is 
expected; and 


Whereas, The cost of hauling and disposal of waste materials have increased by over 30% in 
the last five years and are expected to continue increasing at similar rates; and 


Whereas, A paint stewardship law would create a convenient collection network to properly 
manage all architectural paint from business and residential sectors and 
substantially decrease inappropriate discarding of paint, which is a toxic 
substance that can cause harmful environmental pollution; and 


Whereas, A paint stewardship law will divert paint from waste disposal to its best and 
highest use, whereby there will be a small but real decrease in the total waste 
going to landfills; and 
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Whereas, Paint stewardship laws have been demonstrated as an effective means of 
diverting paint from landfills in our neighboring states of Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Maine, Vermont, and New York; and 


Whereas, A law supporting discarding of latex and oil-based paints at participating retail . 
stores and transfer stations has strong support from constituents; and 


Whereas, Municipal waste management systems were established a century ago to manage 
wastes like ashes, food scraps and horse manure, rather than the wide array of 
manufactured goods, including paint, which dominate today's municipal waste, 
and 


Whereas, The Massachusetts Municipal Association passed a resolution which supports 
statewide producer responsibility legislation in January 2019, 


Now, therefore be it Resolved that the Chicopee City Council urges the Massachusetts General 
Court and the leadership of both chambers to view the pending Paint Stewardship legislation 
favorably and take whatever actions are necessary to pass the Paint Stewardship bills into law, 
including voting favorably out of any and all committees. A Paint Stewardship law will begin 
relieving municipalities and consumers of ever-rising solid waste management costs, significantly 
reduce a toxic waste going to landfills and decrease greenhouse gases generated by the paint 
industry by 4%.

If he shall disapprove any claim, he shall return it to 
the officer, board or committee from whom it came for revision, and if it is not corrected and he 
still disapproves of it, he shall refer it to the Committee on Claims and Accounts, with his 
objections thereto. He shall examine the accounts of the City Collector and of all other persons, 
committees and boards who may be charged with the collection or disbursement of the funds of 
the City, and for this purpose shall have access to all the books and vouchers which relate to said 
accounts. At the close of the financial year, he shall prepare a detailed report of the finances of 
the year and of all accounts examined by him and submit the same to the Committee on 
Finance. The City Auditor is to provide a report listing general funds receipts and revolving funds 
for each department for all budget hearings. The City Auditor shall furnish the City Council with 
a monthly budget report of Expenditures and Revenues prior to its first regular meeting of any 
month.

The City Council is considering amending the city charter and the positions of City Collector 
of Taxes, City Assessor of Taxes, and City Treasurer to be appointed based on professional 
qualifications rather than elected positions every two or four years (depending on position). 
The City Charter currently defines the terms of the office for Treasurer and Collector of taxes 
at four years, and City Assessor of Taxes at four years and two years depending on vote 
share.

A, Bags, whether plastic or not, in which loose produce or products are placed 
by the consumer or manufacturer to deliver such items to the point of sale 
or checkout area of the store; or 


B. Laundry or dry-cleaner bags; or 
Ç; Newspaper bags; or 
D. Bags to contain or wrap produce, frozen foods, meat or fish, whether 


prepackaged or not, to prevent or contain moisture. 


E. A nonplastic bag without handles in which prepared food is placed. 


F: A bag provided by a pharmacy to a customer purchasing a prescription 
medication. 


DEPARTMENT 
The City’s Health Department. 


MARINE-DEGRADABLE PLASTIC BAG 
A plastic bag that conforms to the current ASTM D7081 standard specification for 
marine degradability; and conforms to any other standards deemed acceptable by 
the Department, provided additional Department-approved standards are as 
stringent as ASTM D7081. 


RECYCLEABLE PAPER BAG 
A paper bag that is: 


A, 100% recyclable, including the handles; 


B. Contains at least 40% post-consumer recycled paper content; and 
C. Displays the words “recyclable” in a visible manner on the outside of the 
bag. l 
RETAIL ESTABLISHMENT 


Any retail space located in the City including, without limitation, a restaurant, food 
or ice cream truck, convenience store, retail pharmacy, or supermarket. 


REUSABLE CHECKOUT BAG 
A sewn bag with stitched handles that: 


A. Can carry 25 pounds over a distance of 300 feet; 
B. Either 
(1) Made of cloth or other machine-washable fabric; or 


(2) Made of plastic other than polyethylene (HDPE, LDPE, PETE, etc.) or 
polyvinyl chloride that is durable, nontoxic, and generally 
considered a food-grade material that is more than four mills thick. 


280-2 Requirements. 
A. If any retail establishment as defined in 280-1 provides a checkout bag to 
customers, the bag shall comply with the requirements of being either a 


recyclable paper bag, a compostable and marine-degradable plastic bag, or 


a reusable checkout bag. 


B. A store that provides any type of checkout bag may provide them for free 


or at such cost they deem appropriate. All moneys collected pursuant to 


this chapter shall be retained by the store. 


C. Any charge for a checkout bag shall be separately stated on a receipt 
provided at the time of sale and shall be identified as the “checkout bag 
charge” thereon. 


D. The Director may promulgate rules and regulations to implement this 


section. 


280-3. Violations and penaities; enforcement. 
À. Each retail establishment shall comply with this chapter.

if it is determined that a violation has occurred, the Director shall 
issue a warning notice to the retail establishment for the initial 
violation.

The penalty for each violation that occurs after the issuance of the 
warning notice shall be no more than: 


(a) For the first offense: $50.

No more than one penalty shall be imposed upon a retail 
establishment within a seven-calendar-day period. 


A retail establishment shall have 30 calendar days after the date that 
a notice of violation is issued to pay for the penalty. 


B. The Health Department shall notify all retail and food service 
establishments, in writing, by mail of the effective date of this chapter by 
June 30, 2024. 


280-4. Effective date. 

All of the requirements set forth in this chapter shall take effect October 1, 2024 for retail 
establishments 50,000 square feet and greater and June 1, 2025, for retail establishments 
less than 50,000 square feet. 


280-5. Severability. 

It is the intention of the City Council that each separate provision of this chapter shall be 
deemed independent of all other provisions herein, and it is further the intention of the 
City Council that if any provision of this chapter be declared to be invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the remaining provisions of this chapter shall remain valid and 
enforceable.

8 of Article 2 of the Amendments to the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
so that the attached Legislation be adopted precisely as follows, except for clerical or editorial 
changes of form only: 


An act relative to the recall of any holder of elective office in the City of Chicopee. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Any holder of an elective city office in the City of Chicopee may be recalled from 
office for any reason by the registered voters of the city as provided in this act. 

An initial recall affidavit signed by at least 500 registered voters of the city containing the voters' 
names and addresses may be filed with the City Clerk. The initial recall affidavit shall contain the 
name of the officer sought to be recalled, the office sought to be recalled and a statement of the 


grounds for recall. The City Clerk shall immediately forward the recall affidavit to the Registrar of 
Voters for verification of signatures, 


The Registrar of Voters shall verify the signatures on the initial recall affidavit within 14 calendar 
days of receipt of the initial recall affidavit. If the initial recall affidavit is found to contain a 
sufficient number of verified signatures, the City Clerk shall deliver to the first 10 registered 
voters who signed the affidavit a formal numbered and printed recall petition sheet with the City 
Clerk's official seal and addressed to the City Council demanding the recall and the election of a 
successor to the office. 


The 10 registered voters of the city to whom the City Clerk delivered recall petition sheets shall 
have 30 days from the date of delivery of the recall petition sheets in which to file their signed 
recall petition sheets with the City Clerk. 


To proceed with the recall election, the City Clerk shall receive within 30 days from the date of 
delivery of the recall petition sheets, the required number of signed recall petition sheets 
containing the signatures, names and street addresses of at least 25 percent of the registered 
voters of the City as of the date the signed recall petition sheets are delivered to the City Clerk. 


Within 5 working days of receipt of the recall petition sheets, the City Clerk shall submit the 
recall petition sheets to the Registrar of Voters and the Registrar of Voters shall verify the 
number of signatures which are names of registered voters of the City. 


If the total recall petition sheets shall be found and certified by the Registrar of Voters to be 
sufficient, the certified petition shall be submitted with the certificate of the City Clerk to the City 
Council without delay. The City Council shail give written notice of the receipt of the certified 
petition to the officer sought to be recalled. If the officer does not resign within 5 calendar days 
of the date notice, then the City Council shall promptly order an election to be held on a date 
fixed by them not more than 90 days after receipt of the certified petition. 


If any other city election is scheduled to occur within 100 days after the date of receipt of the 
certified petition, the City Council may postpone the holding of the recall election to the date of 
the other election and may include the question of recall on the ballot for that other election. If a 
vacancy occurs in the office after a recall election has been ordered, the election shall 
nevertheless proceed as provided in this act. 


An officer sought to be recalled may be a candidate to succeed the officer in an election to be 
held to fill the vacancy. Unless the officer requests otherwise in writing, the City Clerk shall place 
the officer's name on the ballot without nomination. The nomination of other candidates, the 
publication of the warrant for the recall election and the conduct of the nomination and 
publication, shall all be in accordance with the law relating to elections, unless otherwise 
provided in this act. 


Recall of One or more Office Holders: The question of recalling any number of officers may be 
submitted at the same election. For each officer whose recall is sought there shall be a separate 
ballot. The nomination of candidates to succeed an officer whose recall is sought, the publication 
of the warrant for said recall election, and the conduct of such election, shall all be in accordance 
with the provisions of the General Laws. 


The incumbent shall continue to perform the duties of the office until the recall election. If the 
incumbent is not recalled, the incumbent shall continue in office for the remainder of the 
unexpired term. If not re-elected in the recall election, the incumbent shall be considered 
removed from office immediately and the office vacant. 


Any elected official that is indicted for a crime punishable by imprisonment, shall be placed on 
paid administrative leave until the resolution of the case. If said elected official is convicted of a 
crime punishable by imprisonment, they shall be terminated per Chapter 435 of the Acts of 
2014. The City Council shall determine by majority vote who shall fill the temporary vacancy 
imposed by the paid administrative leave. 


An initial recall affidavit shall not be filed against an officer within 6 months after the 
officer takes office or within the last 6 months of the term. In the case of an officer subjected to 
a recall election and not recalled, a new recall affidavit shall not be filed against that officer until 
at least 3 months have elapsed after the election at which the previous recall was submitted to 
the voters of the City. 


Recall Election Ballots 

Ballots used in a recall election shall submit the following propositions in the order indicated: 
For the recall of (name of officer) 

Against the recall of (name of officer) 

Immediately to the right of each proposition there shall be a square in which the voter, by 
making a cross mark (x), may vote for either of such propositions. Under the proposition shall 
appear the word “Candidates” and the direction “Vote for One” and beneath the names of the 


candidates nominated as hereinbefore provided. 


SECTION 2. So much of the charter of said City and of the amendments thereto as is inconsistent 
herewith is hereby repealed. 


SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by a majority of the qualified voters of 
the City of Chicopee, present and voting therein at the state election in the current year and 
shall be known as Article VIII Section 66 of the Charter of the City of Chicopee.

Public Input-none 


Mayor stated from 1980 to 2014 35 years with no capital improvements, structural integrity was 
found to be deficient. Starting in 2014 design & engineering, utilize every space, accommodate 
employees, make ADA compliant space ADA compliance. Can’t access the main floor. Mayor, 
Law and Clerks. Will be a savings to the taxpayer with LED lighting. Heating and cooling will be 
fixed. Shell is done, City hall was open basically from 8am to 10pm, due to Covid now have door 
monitor. Say hello, give guidance, all doors but one are locked. Roughly three million spent 
already to get us ready to go out to bid. The longer we take, the more it will cost. Presentation 
made by Lee Pouliot slide show was presented. Time line, no work done from 1980 through July 
of 2014, entered emergency phase one with the rose window failure. Went through the slide 
show. The server room is not connected to the emergency generator. Dave Rice stated the 
generator is aged, the transfer switch is dangerous. Restoring the terrazzo floor. There will be no 
more wallpaper in the building. HVAC, new chiller. Don’t have a lot of cameras inside. Will have 
security person at the door. Enhanced camera system. Police will have real time video. Alarm 
system will be three systems, better capacity. The Mayor stated the financial team has met 
several times to show the impact this will have on the city. We are in excellent financial shape. 
Won't affect the bond rating. Will try to aggressively look. Councilor Laflamme asked what is 
your projection for the next three to four years? Mayor stated waste water treatment plant, got 
grants, plant is operating pretty well. Staying in compliance with the consent decree. Barry 
School up to 80% reimbursement. Looking for new growth. Hoping for a developer for 
Uniroyal/Cabotville. Lot of residential unit projects. Lot of development in the future. Councilor 
Laflamme stated fire department downtown, school department, senior center. How many years 
from now? This project could fit but ideas on others? Mayor stated don’t have a site. Purchase 
specialized equipment. Have to have site to replace station 3, asbestos in the floor, HVAC 
systems are working. Downtown meets the needs of a fire department. Senior center wants to 
expand. Great philosophy, outdoor covered space. Warm and comforting to many. Concert 
series. Potentially underdesinged. Under the radar, library is getting an outdoor canopy. School 
department has two years left on the lease. Lease payments could cover the dept acquisition. 


RFP going out looking for space on a bus route, downtown, or Willimansett. Councilor Roy stated 
somewhere down the line get the facilities director to look into saferooms. Mayor stated not 
sure if it is part of the plan, not in there but we do have active shooter training available to city 
employees. We want to be prepared. New EAP plan for municipal buildings. One thought, three 
situations. Protect and hide, run or fight. Goal is to give employees tools to protect themselves, 
goal is to protect people. Lee stated are not looking to convert vaults. As part of the conversion 
facilities will move to where the council office currently is. You will have to pass through a metal 
detector, there will be panic buttons at every work station. Councilor Balakier stated bonding 
capacity, not at capacity, what is on the books? Lee stated one bond, Chicopee High is coming 
off, one bond for Chicopee Comp will come off next August they equal 1.5 million. Mayor stated 
will maintain 5-7 million in stabilization. Councilor Courchesne stated HVAC system replaced. Lee 
stated didn’t do the office suites. Councilor Wagner stated resolution for financial guidelines, can 
| get a copy? Security upgrades. Fobs. Dave Rice stated will build out city wide. Police 
department will have access city wide. Councilor Wagner stated small costs do add up. Making 
us do this all over again. Mayor stated makes me nervous people are scamming all over off 
campus, show official member of the team with badges, they are important. Councilor Labrie 
stated do you think right now we can afford this.
